The DCI pointed out 
the distinction between a fully considered and coordinated estimate ana 
the type of . "comments" made in the OCI publications. In view of the wish 
of the President that such comments be included, CIA was under obligation 
to make them and would continue to do so. It was entirely in ox'der that, 
such comments should be coordinated with 0/NE and 0/CI had agreed to have 
a representative of 0/N£ sit on its Publication Board. The DCI indicated 
that he was not worried that there might be some minor inconsistency bet ween 
flash OCI comments and o/NE estimates.

Mr .Dulles referred to a resolution (S.Res.7U, 82nd Congress, 
1st Session) introduced by Senator Benton calling for an investigation 
of the U.S. propaganda program. Senator McMahon, who is extreme l.y 
interested in this resolution, planned to ask the DCI to testily on it, 
in his capacity as Chairman of the Psychological Strategy Board. The 
DCI indicated that if such a request was received he would ask Gordon 
Gray to testify in his stead.
